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REMARKS 

The Office Action of January 31, 2005 has bcco caiefiiUy cmsidered. In xesponse 
tbeietD, the claims have been amended as set Ibrto above. Reootis tderation in view of the 
foregoing amended and the following remarks is respectfeilly requested. 

The flpeeifieatton was objected to by xeason of certain informalitiBS. The 
spediteation has been ameaded accordingly 

Oaims 1-7 were rejected as being anticipated by Oiover. Claims 3 and 5 have 
been cancelled. Oaims 1 and 7 have been amended to more clearly distinguish over the 
cited reference. Reeonsideiation is raspectliilly requested. 

Morepaiticulaily.cdaims 1 and 7 have been amended to recite that the first data 
it^ut system comprises a real or virtual keyboard configured to associate a specific 
keystroke with a plurality of gr^hica] characters, and the second data input system is a 
speech leco^ution input system, a handwriting input system* ox a stylus input system. No 
such combination of fixtures U believed to be taught or suggested by Giover. 

Acoonlingly, claims 1 and 7 are believed to patentably define over the cited 
references. Claims 2, 4 and 6 arc beUeved to add novel and patentable subject matter to 
claim 1 . Withdrawal of the rejection and aUowance of claims 1 -7 is re^>ecti)iUy 
requested.
